As  you  pursue  your 
careers  in  medicine,  we  are  confident  that  your  appreciation  of  this  patient-oriented 
experience  will  deepen  over  the  years.

This  addition  to  the  college's  building  was  much  larger  than  the  original  structure.  It  was 
a  large  square  building,  with  two  lecture  rooms,  one  above  the  other,  with  the  upper  one 
being  an  enormous  ampitheather  with  625  seats.  Tliere  was  a  dissecting  room  and  a  modest 
chemistrv  lab.
